WILD YOUNG PEOPLE OF 1730. 


From the New York Tribune. 
The world is, of course, going to the 
dogs. 
Every expert in the observa­ 
tion and rebuke of such matters as 
clothes and manners is agreed upon 
this point. 
But is there hope of a re­ 
bound some time? 
Is it possible that, 
despite all the gloomy predictions of 
our Cassandras who write for the At­ 
lantic Monthly, 
morals 
may, years 
hence, begin to mend and the world 
once more become a place to which 
grandmothers may point with pride? 
We were much cheered recently to 
find a source of possible hope in a 
broadside published in the year of sin 
1730 and entitled “The Dame of Hon­ 
or.”

TAXES AND DISARMAMENT. 
The thought that seems to be up- 
]h rmost in the minds of many repub­ 
licans who may be expected to have 
influence with the Harding adminis­ 
tration is that tax reduction must be 
undertaken at once, and the general 
idea seems to be that reduction of the 
cost of government must be effected 
as quickly 
as 
possible. 
President­ 
elect Harding has 
announced confi­ 
dently that lie is going to do this, but 
it is not an 
easy 
thing to do. 
The 
treasury department apparently sees 
not much 
hope of it. 
Tax 
revision 
there should 
be and 
must 
be, the 
treasury says, but it cannot figure out 
where a cut can be made arid it thinks 
that for at least three years more the 
annual tax bill will be about $3,000,- 
000,000. 
The extravagances and ex­ 
pense of government is always a cam­ 
paign issue, but the promises made 
by the outs are seldom fulfilled after 
they have become the ins. 
Yet there 
is one 
obvious 
way in 
which the cost of government and the 
taxes which the public pays can be 
reduced 
and 
reduced vary greatly. 
Disarmament would accomplish it. If 
we can stop spending vast and con­ 
stantly growing sums in preparation 
for war, the tax burden can be light­ 
ened very greatly. 
It is doubtful 
whether, as a practical matter, there 
is any other way in which it can be 
lightened to any 
important 
extent. 
Even if there are other ways and those 
ways are adopted, the growing cost of 
armament would 
offset 
the reduc­ 
tions; and, since immense armaments 
always lead to 
war, 
presently war 
would come. and war 
always 
enor- 
Ynously 
increases 
the 
tax 
burden. 
Hence not only is disarmament prob­ 
ably the only path to tax reduction, 
but without disarmament there is cer­ 
tain to be a heavy increase of taxa­ 
tion. 
Now there is only one way in which 
disarmament can be effected and that 
is by concerted international action. 
No one nation dares by itself to turn 
its swords into ploughshares, hut all 
the nations acting together could do 
it. 
One of the prime objects of the 
League of Nations, 
and 
one of the 
first of its undertakings as it was ori­ 
ginally planned, was to draw up and 
put into effect a plan of general dis­ 
armament. 
Indeed, 
such 
a plan is 
lUiW being considered by the League, 
and 
unquestionably 
if the 
United 
Stales had been a member of the or­ 
ganization from the beginning, a gen-* 
era! disarmament 
movement 
would 
now. be in 
progress 
throughout the 
world. 
The fact 
that 
disarmament 
had obviously become 
an 
absolute 
necessity and the fact that under the 
League 
disarmament 
seemed to be 
feasible were among the most potent 
of the practical arguments in favor of 
this 
country's 
entrance 
into 
the 
League. 
Tliese same arguments still apply, 
rid V mav not vet be too late. If taxes 
* 
v 
re not to be 
increased 
enormously, 
nis country must act quickly and save 
t he League of Nations by becoming a 
member of it. 
We have almost p ara­ 
lyzed the League and have jeopardiz-

heavy damage to it last July. 
Vice 
Governor 
Yeater 
doesn’t 
know* exactly how long he will re­ 
main here, but will stay several 
weeks at least, and 
intends 
to 
make a trip to Washington, D. C., 
shortly. 
When asked concerning the in­ 
dependence of the Philippine Is­ 
lands, now* being sought, Mr. Yeat­ 
er stated thai was an official mat­ 
ter which he could hardly discuss 
for publication, and on which 
he 
would not divulge his views. 
During his three and 
a 
half 
years stay in the Philippines Mr. 
Yeater has devoted much of his 
energies and time to improvement 
of the educational system, which he 
slated is being raised to the high­ 
est possible standard. 
“The educational facilities in the 
Islands to a great extent follows 
the same as that in the states,” he 
asserted. 
Continuing he said par­ 
ticular stress was placed on voca­ 
tional training, especially technical, 
mechanical and agricultural work. 
“The schools have advanced won­ 
derfully during the past few years,” 
he stated. 
In the Islands teachers are paid 
salaries of from $1200 upwards, he 
told a Democrat reporter. 
Living 
in the Philippines is cheaper than 
in the states he pointed out. 
He 
said teachers from the states apply­ 
ing and being chosen for positions 
in the Islands are senf over with 
transportation expenses paid. 
The weather in the Philippines is 
much cooler in summer 
than 
iii 
Missouri, he said, the hottest days 
there not running tho temperature 
as high as in this part of the coun­ 
try. 
The weather shows no great 
changes he states.

about the Bryan arbitration trea­ 
ties as a possible basis for interna­ 
tional 
amity of a broader 
scope, 
and it is understood that for one 
thing the president-elect is anxious 
to hear first hand about the nego­ 
tiations from the pacts resulted. 
Mr. Bryan’s advice also is expect­ 
ed to be interesting in view* of his 
active efforts to secure ratification 
of the Versailles treaty with the re­ 
publican reservations. 
Mr. Root's experience as secre­ 
tary of state recently has been but­ 
tressed by several weeks of consul­ 
tation with the leading statesmen 
of Europe in formulating a world 
court under the Versailles League. 
Provision for some such court has 
been favored by Mr. Harding as 
part of an international peace cov­ 
enant and the work already done is 
expected to be one of the principal 
subjects of his talk with Mr. Root.

SIX 6RINTED PAROLES 
FROM FEDERAL PRISON

Leavenworth, Kus.. 
Dec. ll.— 
.Six men, including Raymond 
I. 
Moore, convicted iii Kansas City 
iii April 1917 of conspiracy to ob­ 
struct the draft, have been paroled 
from the federal penitentiary here, 
it was stated tonight. 
The six 
men released, together with two 
others, declared by the authorities 
to compose a radical group, were 
sentenced by Federal Judge Arba 
£. Van Valkcagurgh, to serve sen­ 
tences of two years each.

“A law establishing the office of 
a state fire marshall 
and 
giving 
sufficient and proper authority for 
the successful performance of his 
duties should be passed by the Mis­ 
souri legislature of 
1921,” 
Harty 
said . 
“In the performance of his duties 
[the fire marshal is enabled to elim­ 
inate and correct bad conditions of 
fire hazard and human safety in all 
towms and country sections of the 
state. 
“He can make effective the re­ 
quirements of a sensible 
building 
code as to the construction of new' 
buildings and other regulations for 
the installation and operation 
of 
hazardous apparatus, such as gaso­ 
line storage systems 
and 
motion 
picture machines. 
especially 
in 
communities where no laws govern 
these conditions. 
“He can investigate the cause of 
a suspicious tire and endeavor to 
apprehend guilt.' parties if 
the 
blaze is from incendiary origin. 
“He can accomplish a great edu­ 
cational work with an assistance in 
j local authorities in maintaining de- 
J cent conditions of fire hazard, and 
'developing and improving the lire 
facilities in various towns of the 
state. 
“The fire marshal is assisted in 
his work by the aid of state author­ 
ity and lawxs and is unhampered by 
local political and 
personal 
ene­ 
mies. 
He co-operates with proper­ 
ty owmers of all classes as is con- 
sisten with 
his duties, 
inspect 
property with their permission and 
without loss of personal rights on 
their part, and at the 
same time 
gives them gratuitous 
advice and 
instructions.”

4 Gandy dancers,” an unique clan 
of wanderers from the south, who 
annually make 
a - pilgrimage 
to 
Kansas City’s “north end" for their 
winter fling, are gone like the free 
lunch and the “nickle schooners” 
of former years. 
Sidewalks, crowded in the past, 
and saloons, tilled to 
overflowing 
by the “Gandy dancers,” are desert­ 
ed, and the policemen who former 
ly kept his club polished for chas­ 
ing 
the overflow 
of 
inebriated 
“Candys” from in front of passing 
motor cars, bemoans the dullness 
of life. 
“Things have changed,” remark­ 
ed a policeman. “Why, 
last 
year 
this distinct looked like a small de­ 
pot at harvest 
time. 
Guess 
it 
must have been tho booze 
that 
caused it.” 
The “Gandy dancers” made up a 
distinct unit 
of 
the 
wandering 
brotherhood. They wrere transients 
who flocked to the city before elec­ 
tions or holidays sure of a 
feast 
and drinks. 
However, 
the 
police 
explain that the “Gandy” was not 
related to the hobo. 
He was 
a 
hard worker 
at seasons 
and 
a 
quick and easy spender. 
The term originated among sec­ 
tion hands and was used to desig­ 
nate the migratory workers 
w’ho 
drifted to the city tc spend their 
pay. 
They were a hardy band of men, 
braving the 
winter 
winds 
and 
snow with 
scant 
clothing. 
Hats! 
wrere easily procured 
and 
easily 
lost. The “gandy” who slept with 
money in 
his 
pockets 
usually 
awoke with none and if one hap­ 
pened to let his eyes wander from 
his drinks at the bar. it was 
per­ 
fect manners for another to quaff 
it off. 
But this was part of 
the 
code and the lessees accepted the 
spirit of the clan. 
Most of the 
“gandy 
dancers” 
were known to the police, but po 
beemen say: ‘‘They’re not bad fel­ 
lows or crooks, but hard workers 
here for a spree.” 
They paid their 
respects to the captains at police 
headquarters on arrival, either vol­ 
untarily, or by 
compulsion, 
but 
were released w’hen sober. 
At police headquarters one may 
hear of “Sarge,” who reported punc­ 
tiliously, clicking his heels as 
’ie 
saluted the captain. Somewhere in 
a pawnshop a medal attests to his 
heroism in the war of 
1898. 
lie 
served in the army for 18 years. 
Other characters 
are 
recalled, 
the “Preacher' who studied for the 
ministry but fell by the 
wayside, 
or the “Colonel” 
from Kentucky, 
wito strutted about debonairly with 
a cane despite his indifferent ap­ 
pearance. 
There are many others 
w ith their former lives tinged with 
the tragic, or comic but the clan 
has disappeared.

information to Scroggins and he 
was allowed to enter a plea of guil­ 
ty.

The 
very different course which the ad­ 
ministrate n has adopted is, in view 
of the circumstances, a peculiarly fine 
illustration of the real Americanism 
of Woodrow Wilson. 


OIL AND AMERICANISM. 


The subject of Mesopotamian oil is 
not a simple one. Not many of us 
know anything about it or are com­ 
petent to 
discuss 
it in detail. 
We 
shall have to leave that to the proper 
representatives of the government and 
to the persons who are specialists on 
the subject. 
All 
Americans, 
how­ 
ever, will be interested in and grati­ 
fied by the fact that the government 
at Washington is studying the subject 
of Mesopotamian oil with special care, 
that it is watching 
very 
closely the 
course of the British and French gov­ 
ernments in Mesopotamian, and that 
it is ready, as 
shown 
by the Colby 
note to Earl Curzon, to take a strong 
position with respect to American in­ 
terests in the oil regions and to make 
its position known in unequivocal lan­ 
guage. 
There are several lessons in this cor­ 
respondence which should be suffic­ 
iently clear to everybody and for the 
perception of which no special knowl­ 
edge of the intricate question at issue 
is needed. 
One of these is the fact 
that the alleged subservience of the 
Wilson administration to Britain is all 
bosh. 
Of course, no informed and 
unprejudiced person 
ever 
believed 
this ridiculous charge, because, in the 
first place, the course of the adminis­ 
tration afforded abundant proof of its 
baselessness. 
It is just as well, how­ 
ever, to call attention to this new il­ 
lustration of the administration's read­ 
iness 
to 
defend 
American 
rights 
against Britain just as promptly as it 
will defend them against any other 
power. 
The lesson is opportune be­ 
cause it suited the purpose of the re­ 
publicans in the recent campaign to 
give currency to that absurd charge. 
Another point and one which is es­ 
pecially deserving of notice, is the fol­ 
io in g . 
The 
administration 
might 
readily have taken the attitude that, 
since its advocacy 
of this 
country's 
ratification of the treaty and entrance 
into the League had been acted on ad­ 
versely by 
the 
senate, 
the 
United 
States was not in a position to take 
part in international councils regard­ 
ing the disposition of the oil regions 
of Asia Minor. 
It might have pointed 
to this as an illustration of the serious 
disadvantages to which 
we exposed 
ourselves by failure to ratify the Trea­ 
ty . 
This, in general, is the 
light in 
which 
the 
European 
governments 
seem to regard the effect of America’s 
rejection of the Treaty. 
There is 
a 
great 
deal 
to 
com­ 
mend it in logic, and it may be 
difficult for the United States to make 
good the position taken in the Colby 
note that, regardless of America’s re­ 
fusal to ratify the Treaty or to enter 
partnership with the other nations un- 
j 
der the covenant, she still has a right 
I 
to exert an influence in such matters, j 
for example, as 
the 
shaping of the 
rights and privileges 
secured under 


t h e mandates provided in the Treaty. 
It is very highly creditable to the 
administration that it has resisted the 
temptation to adopt an attitude in this

A STATESMAN WHO SHOULD 
LOSE HIS JOB. 
How to solve the Irish question is 
a difficult problem, but it may be sug­ 
gested that one step towards the so­ 
lution would be the dismissal of Sir 
Hamar Greenwood, chief 
secretary 
for Ireland. This gentleman has dem­ 
onstrated very plainly 
his 
unfitness 
for his post. 
He said in a speech in 
the house of commons the other day 
that American correspondents were 
sending to this country false state­ 
ments regarding the situation in Ire­ 
land in order to damage 
the British 
Empire; and we learn from an article 
in the Philadelphia 
Record 
quoting 
some of his remarks that he continued 
as follows: 
“I would name these papers that 


have printed the most notable false­ 
hoods, but the last election in Amer­ 
ica has been an adequate response. 
Those who set up to make the Irish 
question an issue rather than Anglo- 


American friendship 
were 
covered 


with defeat.” 
British high officials in charge of 
Irish affairs should 
certainly be ex­ 
pected to know the principal 
facts 
bearing on the Irish situation. Among 
those principal facts few are more im­ 
portant than those having to do with 
the state of opinion 
in 
America re­ 
garding Ireland. 
Sir Hamar Green­ 
wood's statement 
quoted 
above re­ 
veals him as colossally ignorant con­ 
cerning the Irish situation in America. 
What he says about the result of the 
American election is grotesquely un­ 
true. 
The 
democratic 
party, which 
met defeat, and not make the Irish 
question as issue. 
On the contrary the great majori­ 
ty of Irish-Americans voted for Sen­ 
ator Harding because the republican 
propagandists had led them to believe 
that under the covenant of the League 
of Nations Ireland would be deprived 
of any chance to secure 
her 
aspira­ 
tions. 
The Irish-American support of 
Senator Harding 
was 
an important 
factor in giving him the victory. 
The crass ignorance display by the 
chief secretary for Ireland regarding 
these very important facts is astound­ 
ing. 
How can Britain 
ever hope to 
solve the Irish problem if she assigns 
to the task men who do not take the 
trouble to inform themselves correct­ 
ly regarding some of the problem’s 
most important 
phases? 
Sir Hainar 
Greenwood's prompt dismissal would 
be a reassuring indication that some, 
at least, of the British statesmen are 
better informed than he is. 
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It’s a little crimpy, 
but then how 
can we expect to have Indian Summer 
right through the winter, even in Mis­ 
souri ?

HONOR SYSTEM USED 
IT MICHIGAN PRISON 


Jackson, Mich., Dec. 17.—“Don’t 
cut the wire or climb the fence, lf 
you want to run away 
use 
the 
gate.” 
This is the sign hung on the 
fence at the brick and tile factory 
conducted by the Michigan State 
Penitentiary and that is a constant 
reminder of the honor system in 
vogue at the prison. 
The brick and tile factory is lo­ 
cated IS miles northwest of the 
prison and 95 “honor men” are em­ 
ployed. There is no watchman, the 
superintendent and a number of 
yard foremen being the only “free” 
men in the institution. 
A number 
of the prisoners are serving life 
sentences. 
A railroad runs within 200 yards 
of the prison property and freight 
trains stop nearby to take water. 
Allowed to come and go almost at 
will but few* of the prisoners have 
left the property, despite the ideal 
chances offered for escape. 
There 
have been no escapes at the factory 
for the past four months. A wire 
fence encloses the property but the 
gates are left open day and night. 
Inmates at the institution virtual­ 
ly govern themselves. About eight 
months ago, or soon after the fac­ 
tory was put in operation one of 
the men escaped and 
later 
was 
caught. 
He was returned to the 
factory and asked to address 
a 
mass meeting of the inmates. The 
permission was granted him and 
he proposed an “honor club” among 
the prisoners that would serve to 
enhance the honor system. 
Mem­ 
bers of the club, under its by-laws, 
were to aid one another in living up 
to the honor system. 
The club 
was formed and the inmate who 
escaped was elected president. 
The 
club 
named 
committees 
whose function it is to settle dis­ 
putes among the men and promote 
good fellowship and understanding 
between prison officials and 
in­ 
mates. 
“The sign on the gate appeals to 
the honor of the men,” said W ar­ 
den Harry L. Hulburt of the prison. 
“They know we trust them and but 
few* men will violate that trust.”
